What wo uld yo u gurss to be the hardest 
Jo b in the wo rld — so mething invo lving 
great physical stress o r so mething requir­ 
ing co ntinual mental activity? It might be 
a co rpo ratio n president, a to ugh legal case, 
handling a jack hammer, drilling fo r o il o r 
any number o f things. 
But the really to ughest jo b. the o ne that 
wraps all the physical, emo tio nal and men­ 
tal strain into o ne big 
package, is the rais­ 
ing o f children. No t 
o ften do es the jo b end 
in such disaster as was 
the case with the three little children who 
perished 
while 
playing 
with 
no rmally 
harmless plastic bags o r the two little girls 
who lo st their lives as a result o f a play­ 
ful prank by bo ys. But when it do es, wo rds 
canno t describe the .so rro w that is felt fo r 
the parents o f these children 
And such 
tragedies bring clo se to mind the tremen­ 
do us respo nsibilities that go with raising 
children. 
Ho w many times ha\e >o ii fo und a yo ung­ 
ster sitting under the fro nt o r hack wheel 
o f the car as yo u prepared to back o ut 
o f yo ur driveway? 
And ho w many little 
o nes have darted o ut in fro nt o f yo ur car 
o r sto o d playing in the middle o f the street 
as yo u dro ve leisurely alo ng? 
By so me stro ke o f fate, yo u pro bably 
have averted any perso nal tragedy m co n­ 
nectio n with such things. But there are 
many peo ple who have no t and many ho mes 
which, as a result, have a vo id yet to day that 
will never be filled. But it do esn't take dis­ 
aster to pro ve the rearing o f children to be 
the to ughest Jo b go ing.

The number o f near-disasters the aver­ 
age family go es thro ugh is eno ugh to co n­ 
vince any parent. It lakes a whale o f a lo t 
o f clo se and co nstant attentio n to get the 
jo b do ne, plus plenty o f plain o ld luck. 
Nearly as many pins, fo r instance, seem 
to find their way into Baby’s mo uth as into 
her diapers. What else but luck is it that 
yo u happen to be in the ro o m with Baby 
just as she puls the o pen “ safety” pm to 
her lips? 
Yo u co uld have just dashed into the next 
ro o m fo r a seco nd to get the dust rag o r 


so mething else. That split seco nd Is all the 
baby wo uld have needed to ' get the 
pin 
do wn. And they eo uld dro wn In the bath­ 
tub in a matter o f minutes if they weren’t 
watched everv seco nd 
But 
liiekilv, 
yo u 
seem to be right there just when the little 
fello w to pples o ver and hits his head o n 
the faucet.

And there is that o lder bo y who climbs 
everything in sight, fro m the tallest tree 
to the nearest telepho ne po le.

Mo st o f 
the rest o f the time, 
it’.s o nly the aspirin cap they get o ff un­ 
no ticed which, at wo rse, calls fo r an internal 
pumping Jo b at the ho spital. 
11 might 
just as easily have been a stro ng seda­ 
tive they to o k. But luck and watchfulness 
.so meho w saved them. The knives the little 
o nes play with may be to o dull fo r their 
intended use but they wo uld cut an artery 
in two . When they are run with, no mo re 
dangero us situatio n can be fo und. 
But again, the parents co me aro und at 
the right time, to snatch the weapo n fro m 
the hands o f the little o ne befo re she fan 
do her.self in. 
There is just no end to the 
multitude o f ways in which a child can 
and IS very likely to place itself in grave 
danger. And there can be no end to the 
vigilance o f parents in this mo st difti- 
cuit jo b o f child raising.

Cold Shoulder Treatment 
The Legislature’s 
Banking, 
Co mmerce 
and Insurance Co mmittee was abo ut as 
unrespo nsive to the billbo ard regulatio n bill 
as the gro up co uld have been. They kno cked 
the measure o ut with a 5-0 vo te—two mem­ 
bers no t vo ting. The peculiar thing to figure 
o ut in such cases as these is ho w members 
o f the Legislature can justify the co ld sho ul­ 
der they give so many interests. 
The measure was o ppo sed, rMurally, by 
billbo ard spo kesmen themselves. But it was 
backed by a ho st o f stale agencies and pri­ 
vate interest gro ups and individuals. Yet 
the co mmittee killed the bill with a farcical 
excuse. 
Two members said the financial 
aspects o f the issue were to o indefinite. 
They evidently decided to igno re a pro visio n 
in the bill which called fo r regulatio ns, 
o nly when eco no mically feasible fo r the 
state. 
The co mmittee did no t appear to give 


any co nsideratio n whatso ever to the real 
interest o f the state o f .Nebraska and the 
driving public. It is o ne o f the mo st diffi­ 
cult actio ns o f the Legislature to under­ 
stand m this regard. The co mmittee made 
no effo rt to go even part way in attempting 
to see what, if anything, co uld be wo rked 
o ut. 
The bill was drawn in such a way 
as to guarantee that the state co uld lo se 
no thing in the regulatio n pro cess so lo ng 
as the pro gram was carefully administered. 
The death o f the measure at this time 
means Us burial fo rever fo r all practical 
purpo ses. By the time the Legislature meets 
again in two years, much o f the Interstate 
ro ute will have gro wn beyo nd co ntro l o f 
o utdo o r advertising. The co mmittee actio n 
is definitely lacking in true and ho nest pub­ 
lic spirit and ho ne.sty. It leaves the state, 
o nce again, behind the pack in fo resight 
and pro gress. 
The Unfriendly Senate 
The natio n is being treated to the unusual 
spectacle o f Senate resistance to presi­ 
dential appo intments. It is a situatio n that 
is stimulating mixed feelings. 
Within a mo nth fo ur to p level no minees 
have felt the galling resistance o f a do ubt­ 
ing Senate. It did, finally, co nfirm Clare 
Bo o th Luce as ambassado r to Brazil but 
the President lo st his case when Mrs. Luce 
rejected the jo b after a bitter exchange with 
critical senato rs. 
The path o f Lo uis Strauss, fo rmer chair­ 
man o f the Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n, 
no w no minated fo r the cabinet po st o f 
Secretary o f Co mmerce has been especially 
ro ugh. No w the Senate has run into a ro ad­ 
blo ck o n the co nfirmatio n o f C. Do uglas 
Dillo n, as seco nd man in the State Depart­ 
ment. Ogden Reid, designated ambassado r 
to Israel is meeting with delay. 
Under no rmal circumstances a presi­ 
dential no minatio n is tantamo unt to eo n- 


A census analysis co ntinues to sho w a 
thinning o ut o f po pulatio n in the rural sec­ 
tio ns o f Nebraska, o ftset to so me extent 
by a gain in the size o f cities. 
Twenty-fo ur principal cities gained 22 per 
cent since 1950, and mo st o f that gam was 
in a few larger centers. Meantime, the 
state as a who le experienced a 10 per cent 
gain. Eighteen o f the stale's 93 co unties 
actually sho wed a po pulatio n lo ss. 
That has been the trend fo r a number 
o f years. There was no surprise in the re­ 
cent analysis — o nly the news that no thing 
as yet has been able to change the picture.

WASmXGTO.N - It's higiv 
ly unusual that a co ngres­ 
sio nal co mmittee gi v e s a 
witness the kid-glo ves treat­ 
ment. And it was bo th in­ 
teresting and unusual that 
the Senate 
I nt e r s t a t e 
Co mmert’e ro mmiltee let Dr. 
Edward Teller, semi-father 
o f the H-bo mb, set his o wn 
terms fo r testifying the o ther 
day. Dr. Teller specified in 
advance that he wo uld testify 
at 11 a m. and must leave 
at 1 p ni. He then made a 
statement in defense o f the 
ro nfii^iatio n o f Adm. Lewis 
Strauss as Secretary o f Co m- 
meree, and. after almo st no 
cro ss-examinatio n departed. 
If the senato rs had been 
less wo rstiipful o f Dr. Teller 
they might have disco vered 
so me interesting facts. The 
mo st interesting is that he 
o ccupies a rather v a gu e 
status with the go vernment 
and the University o f Cali­ 
fo rnia so that he can simul­ 
taneo usly accept retainers o f 
Sl.lKK) a day as a co nsultant 
fo r private industry, includ­ 
ing General Dynamics. 
In the 1959 editio n o f Who ’s 
Who . Dr. Teller lists himself 
as 
with 
the 
go vernment’s 
Livermo re Labo rato ry, which 
Is lo cated at the University 
o f Ualifo rnia. Yet an inquiry 
at the .\to mie Energy Uo iii- 
missio n in Washingto n, which 
is in charge o f the I.iver- 
mo re l.abo rato ry. this week 
bro ught the info rmatio n that 
Dr. Teller was no lo nger 
with the go vernment, b u t 


firmatio n, and it can be surmised, in this 
instance, that the Senate eventually will 
bo w to presidential discretio n in mo st if no t 
all o f these recent no minatio ns. But it is 
clear that the usual co nfidence and go o d­ 
will between the White Ho use and the 
Senate chamber are no t at their best. 
Bo th have co ntributed their share to this 
unneighbo rliness and the President is no t 
blameless. He was injudicio us in his no m­ 
inatio n o f Strauss. Whatever the capabilities 
o f that erstwhile admiral, who is really no t 
a military man but a businessman-financier, 
it is fully o n the reco rd that he was a 
highly co ntro versial figure as head o f the 
AEG. He was in to o clo se pro ximity to the 
Dixo n-Yates imbro glio to escape so me o f 
its stain. 
His attitude to ward nuclear fall­ 
o ut and peacetime ato mic po wer wo n him 
no friends. His virtue may be o f a no ble so rt 
but his public behavio ur, itself, suggests 
a unio n with co ntro versy which wijl no t 
pass away simply by changing his jo b.
